4. Claims 1-2, 11-13, & 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mawhinney (U.S. Patent No. 6269082 Bl). 

- With respect to claims 1-2, 1 1-13, & 15, Mawhinney teaches a method for performing 
network diagnostics, which are interpreted as method of testing telecommunications systems, 
which include both circuit switching and packet switching components comprising the steps of: 

a circuit switching component (Mawhinney explicitly teaches the DTEs are circuit 
switching component that assembled/reassembled at the ATM DSU, Fig. 2) initiating a loopback 
test that encompasses communications path through a packet switching component (col. 11, lines 
65-67); 

the packet switching component returning a looped back test message to the circuit 
switching component (col. 14, lines 1-10); 

the circuit switching component responding to the reception of the returned test message 
by determining that the path encompassed by the packet switching component is operational (col. 
10, lines 10-14, lines 30-40); 

and the circuit switching component responding to absence of a returned test message 
from the packet switching component by determining that the path encompassed by the packet 
switching component is not operational, or provisioning data is not consistent with the 
communication path (col. 10, lines 40-46).
